My dear Flock: 


I am interrupting my Chats 
dealing with “conversions” to re- 
mind you that it is time for you 
to think where to send John and 
Mary to school in another 
month. 

If your parish has a parochial 
school, then your obligation is 
very definite. If your parish has 
no school and you must send 
your little children to a public 
school, it means that you, par- 
ents, must supply ‘religious in- 
struction at home by having 
the little Catechism and, with 
the child, cover at least one page 
or lesson each day. Then you 
should send the child to what- 
ever religious instruction may 
be made available by your priest 
outside the school. 

If there is a Catholic High 
School in your vicinity, not too 
difficult to reach, you should 
make sacrifices to send your boy 
or girl to that school. 
Fortunate, indeed, is the 
Catholic who lives in a commun- 
ity which has a good Catholic 
high school, because it is during 
the years of adolescence that the 
child’s associates should have the 
Catholics’ religious and moral 
standards. 

It is not uncommon for par- 
ents to send their children by in- 
terurban or bus fifteen or twenty 
miles each day. Is not that. cost- 
ly, you ask, to pay both tuition 
and bus fare? It is moderately 
expensive, but it is cheap for the 
extra benefits which the child 
who attends a Catholic school en- 
joys. 

It is the public school which is 
expensive, and not the Catholic. 
In the city of Fort Wayne, for 
instance, it costs more than 
$160.00 to educate each high 
school student, more than 
$120.00 te educate each grade 
school child. That means that 
if Fort Wayne did not have a 
central Catholic High School its 
people would have to pay 
$218,000.00 more each year for 
the 1,300 children who are now 
in the Catholic High School. If 
the Catholic grade schools and 
the Catholic High School in 
Fort Wayne closed it would cost 
the city each year $865,000.00 
more for the education of the 
Catholic children. In addition the 
city would have to build six new 
schools for 1,000 children each,

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Many Married 
Couples Seek 
Pagan Values 


South Bend, Ind—Pagan views 
of marriage have been responsible 
for the abnormally high rate of 
marriage failures during the past 
30 years, according to the ioe. 
Fred J. Mann, C.SS.R., who con- 
ducted a Cana conference at St. 
Mary’s Academy here Sunday, 
August 3, for the purpose of con- 
sidering the benefits of Christian 
marriage. 


The conference was attended b 
many faculty members, alumni, 
and students of the University of 
Notre Dame and their wives, to- 
gether with other married couples 
from South Bend and nearby com- 
munities. 


“Our nation,” Father Mafin as- 
serted, “has lost appreciation of 
the spirituality of marriage. Too 
many American married couples 
have their attention centered on 
the pagan values only, and so 
never get beyond the Mivaienl un- 
ion. Soul union, or two people uni- 
ting to get each other through the 
difficulties of this life so as to be 
eternally satisfied, never occurs to 
them. People today are really ig- 
norant of marriage.” 


The ideal marriage, stated the 
Redemptorist missionary from Wi- 
chita, Kansas, is one where God is 
in on it, and where both parties 
act according to God’s plan in safe- 
guarding their mutual welfare. 


“In this set-up,” Father Mann 
continued, “God’s will is joined 
with that of the married couple 
and all the lovemaking and all the 
sacrifices of marriage are spiritual 
things.”

The opening of this ‘propaganda 
drive coincided with the receipt of 
news of the violent death of two 
more Croatian priests, death sen- 
tences and long prison terms im- 
posed on seven others, and the 
suppression of a pamphlet directed 
against materialist teachings. 

Two moves have so far been 
made in this counter-campaign. 
The first was the dispatch of a 
hand-picked delegation of seven 
Protestant clergymen who are to 
“study” the situation in Yugo- 
slavia and, presumably, to find out 
that things are in perfect order. 

The second move was the publi- 
cation of a 95-page elaborately 
printed brochure, entitled “The 
Case of Archbishop Stepinac.” 
The pamphlet attempts to show 
that the Zagreb prelate has not 
become the victim of a communist- 
dominated regime seeking to de- 


16 years imprisonment at forced 
labor as a “political criminal.” 

In releasing the brochure to the 
public, the Yugoslav Ambassador 
in Washington, Sava N. Kosa- 
novic, made a statement that its 
publication “is not to be_inter- 
preted in any way as an attack on 
the Roman Catholic religion,” and 
that millions of Catholics in Yugo- 
slavia “enjoy the full freedom of 
worship guaranteed them under 
the constitution.” 

The Ambassador strenuously de- 
nied any connection between the 
present visit of the Protestant 
clergymen in Yugoslavia and the 
publication of the pamphlet, mere- 
ly saying that he felt “compelled” 
to act, “in justice to the govern- 
ment and people of Yugoslavia,” 
in the face of “organized and con- 
tinuing attacks.” 

If there was merely coincidence 
in the timing of the various phases 
in the Yugoslav campaign of en- 
lightening the American people, 
there are also a number of facts 
that have come to light at this 
very time—facts throwing a pe- 
culiar and revealing light on the 
present situation in Yugoslavia. 

(1) Reports have reached this 
country of the death of two more 
Croatian priests, one of whom 
died in a concentration camp, 
while the other ‘was murdered. 
The murder of another priest was 
reported only last week. 

(2) Two priests were senten- 
ced to death by a Zagreb court on 
charges of supposed war-time 
anti-government activities, while 
four others received long prison 
terms, 

(3) In Ljubljana, capital of 
Slovenia, the trial has opened of 
14 intellectual and professional 
leaders also charged with “anti- 
people’s” activities, 

(4) The Supreme Court of 
Croatia has forbidden the distri- 
bution and sale of a brochure 
written by Canon Antun Pilepic 
against the doctrines of material- 
ism, which is the “official science” 
of Yugoslavia.

Vatican City, Aug. 4—(NC)—~ 
The now notorious. trial of Arch- 
bishop Aloysius Stepinac of Zag- 
reb would never have taken place 
if the hierarchy and clergy of 
Yugoslavia had been willing to 
accept “liberation” of their coun- 
try even at the high price of its de- 
christianization, it is asserted in 
the article appearing in the Aug. 3 
a of Osservatore Romano, 
ere. - 


The Osservatore article, entitled 
“Let Us Clarify,” refers to the 
American News Agency’s report 
of the assertion by Sava N. Kos- 
anovic, Yugoslav Ambassador in 
Washington, that there is a con- 
certed and continuing campaign to 
make it appear wrongly that there 
is religious persecution in his 
country. 


The Osservatore Romano article 
also refers to the press conference 
held in Washington at which the 
Yugoslav Ambassador gave out a 
brochure attempting to explain 
away the arrest, trial and senten- 
cing of Archbishop Stepinac to 
sixteen years at hard labor. The 
press conference and brochure 
sought to make ft appear that 
Archbishop Stepinac was arrested 
and tried because of crimes com- 
mitted against his country and 
countrymen. , 


The article further states that 
the persecution of the Catholic 
Church broke out in Yugoslavia 
when the Catholie Clergy recog- 
nized and denounced the Fact that 
de-christianization was being im- 
posed upon their country with the 
“liberation” of Yugoslavia. If the 
clergy had not continued to de- 
nounce de-christianization, the 
trial of Archbishop Stepinae 
would never have taken place. 
Osservatore stated that, up until 
the heroic Archbishop rose up— 
as was his duty in defense of re- 
ligion, he was invited to stand be- 
side Yugoslav and Russian libera- 
tors, “as photographs we have 
published show,” and was accused 
of crimes against his country only 
when he would not remain silent 
regarding the crimes committed 
against his Church.

Hungary’s Primate Warns 
Workers To Be On Guard 
Against ‘False Prophets’ 


Budapest, Aug. 4—His Eminence 
Joseph Cardinal Mindszenty, Pri- 
mate of Hungary, warned Hungar- 
ian workers to be on their guard 
“against false prophets who come 
to us in the garb of timid lambs 
although they are, in reality, wild 
wolves.” 

The Cardinal gave this warning 
in the course of his first public 
address since his return from 
North America. He spoke in the 
church of a Budapest .workingmen 
district where he received an en- 
thusiastic welcome from members 


of all political parties—including | 


communists and socialists, 


Referring to the presence of| 


thousands of workers and their 
families who crowded the church 
and the nearby streets where loud- 
speakers broadcast the address, the 
Cardinal said: “I have no fear 
for the Hungarian workers, be- 
cause I see they have not lost their 
respect for the Virgin Mary.” 


The Cardinal then added to his 
warning against “false prophets” 
by pointing out that “the hour of 
temptation has 


lambs.” 


“We do not want the wolves’ 
clothes, nor do we want that of the 
lambs, if it covers wolves... What 
we all want—individuals, families 
and the whole nation—is the Vir- 
gin Mary, whose snow-white dress 
covers us and keeps us warm in 
the dreadful days of affliction.”

|Eye-Witness Tells 
Of Persecution 

In Albania 
American Describes 
Cruelty Of Reds’ Attacks 
On Priests And Convents 


New York, Aug. 4.—(NC)—The 
ruthless methods used by the com- 
munist regime of Enver Hoxha in 
its persecution of the Catholie 
Church in Albania are depicted In 
an eye-witness account given by 
an American who recently returned 
from a long stay in that Balkan 
country. 

This person observed the out- 
rages that took place last year 
when priests’ residences and con- 
vents were confiscated by the com- 
munist authorities. He saw how 
the mob tore religious pictures to 
shreds and threw them into the 
streets, how statues were smashed 
and books destroyed or carried 
away. 

Priests and nuns, he said, were 
chased from their homes and had 
to seek shelter in the churches. 
They were not allowed to take any 
of their personal belongings. Cath- 
olic schools were turned into com- 
munist party headquarters and 
both nuns and priests were forced 
to discard their religious garments. 


Although the churches them- 
selves are still open for religious 
services, there have been many 
announcements that they, too, 
would be confiscated to be turned 
into movie or party meeting halls. 
According to the informant, the 
faithful are warned to stay away 
from the churches or suffer dire 
consequences, such as losing their 
jobs. 

Many priests have recently been 
arrested on flimsy charges and 
sentenced to long prison terms. 
Others have disappeared and their 
fate is unknown. Two such in- 
cidents were reported by the in- 
formd@nt. In one case, a priest was 
arrested and sentenced to 18 years’ 
imprisonment as a “reactionary” 
and an “enemy of the people” on 
the basis of forced “confessions” 
from two students of a school 
where the priest taught religion. 
The students were beaten until 
they declared that the priest had 
engaged in political activities. 
At about the same time, another 
priest received a sentence of 15 
years’ prison on a_trumped-up 
charge of accepting foreign money 
to engage in propaganda against 
the regime.

Washington, Aug. 4 —(NC)— 
Georgetown University’s new $3.- 
600,000 hospital was opened here 
with the reception of its first pa- 
tients. The Rev. John Collins, 
S.M.. 87-year-old priest who had 
been a patient at the old George- 
town hospital for several years, 
was the first patient to be admit- 
ted to the new institution. He 
was transferred from the old hos- 
pital in an ambulance. 

Bishop John M. McNamara, Ad- 
ministrator of the Archdioceses 
of Baltimore and of Washington, 
celebrated a Mass in the chapel 
of the new building as part of the 
opening ceremonies. However, the 
dedication of the hospital will not 
take place until this fall. 

The new hospital was build with 
$2,850,000 of Federal Works Agen- 
cy grants and $750,000 contribut- 
ed in the university’s drive for 
funds. The University also pro- 
vided the large tract of valuable 
land. It contains 407 beds and 
123 bassinets; 13 operating rooms, 
six delivery and labor rooms and

Housekeeper For St. John 

The New Testament is silent about the Bles- 
sed Mother after Our Lord’s Ascension. We 
know that she took part in the Apostles’ retreat 
after Pentecost. The New Testament tells us 
that much—but nothing more. We can only con- 
jecture that she went to St. John’s home and, 
perhaps, kept house for him. Our Lord, with 
His dying breath, had committed her to his care. 
She must have been in her late forties or early 
fifties by that time.

Be PRESTON BRADLEY, 
whose pulpit voice of the air 
is familiar to many people in the 
Chicago area, enjoys calling him- 
self a “liberal” minister. He de- 
fines the “liberal” as one who 
“takes the best out of conservatism 
and of radicalism, and brings them 
together in workable fusion.” That 
is a fairly good definition of lib- 
erals in the political and social 
fields. But it has no application 
to the field of religion, because 
Christ very definitely, and for all 
time, determined what His fol- 
lowers must accept. 

Relating his “liberal” attitude to 
religion he remarked: “No Church 
has a mortgage on truth, and you 
cannot imprison truth in a book or 
creed.” This statement is in con- 
tradiction to a very clear one made 
and perpetuated in the Bible by 
St. Paul, reading: “If any one 
preach a gospel to you other than 
that which you have received, let 
him be accursed.” (Gal. 1-9). 

Christ’s Church, God’s Church, 
certainly has a “mortgage on the 
truth,” and Christ said very em- 
phatically that those who did not 
believe the truth as He taught it 
“shall be damned.” Truth is not 
“imprisoned,” but error is. Error 
makes the mind a slave while 
truth makes it free. This does not 
mean that one is free to believe as 
he pleases or to reject the truth, 
any more than it means that the 
will is free to do what it pleases. 
It must submit to the Ten Com- 
mandments. 

The truth is not “imprisoned” 
in a creed, but it certhinly can be 
committed .to a creed, which is 
nothing more than a _ statement 
of supernaturally revealed facts.

Living — Its 
Causes And Cure 


Worsening Situation 
Raises Question: What 
Can Be Dene About It? 


BY J. J. GILBERT 


Washington, Aug. 4.—Senators 
and Representatives taking their 
leave of the Capital when the first 
session of the 80th Congress came 
to an end, half-expected to be call- 
ed back for a special se&sion before 
the regular second session begins 
in January. They felt that legis- 
lation might be asked for to im- 
plement the Marshall Plan for the 
rehabilitation of Europe. 


It is just possible—possible, mind 
you, not probable at this time— 
that Congress will be reconvened 
in a special session, and for a pur- 
pose which was not- generally fore- 
seen as the members departed. A 
special session may become neces- 
sary to wrestle with the problem 
of constantly rising prices. 


More and more people are think- 
ing, talking and writing about the 
increasing cost of living, but the 
cost continues to increase just the 
same. Black-market manipulation 
in some commodities, such as auto- 
mobiles, have become national 
scandals — written about § and 
smirked at like bootlegging use to 
be.

New Data On 
Molecules In 


Atom Revealed 


Notre Dame, Ind. — Newly-dis- 
covered data on the molecular 
structure of atoms were revealed 


Department of Chemistry at Mag- 
dalen College, Oxford University, 
England, during a special lecture 
at the University of Notre Dame, 
Aug. 1 


Professor Sutton, a world-re- 
nowned authority on the electrical 
measurement of molecular struc- 
ture, discussed at length his re- 
search on the subject of atom 
structure, which has been a mat- 
ter of controversy for more than 
30 years. 


Notre Dame has had an active) 
part in atomic research for the 
last eight years. Research at the 
University has centered around a 
four million volt electrostatic gen- 
erater (atom-smasher), built by 
Notre Dame scientists and one of 
the few of its kind in existence. 
Dr. Bernard Waldman, Associate 
Professor of Physics at Notre 
Dame, was one of the four civilian 
observers at the atomic bombing 
of Hiroshima, while Dr. Milton 
Burton, “Associate Professor of 
Chemistry, was an official govern- 
ment observer at the Bikini atomic 
tests last year. Two other Notre 
Dame scientists, Dr. William 
Hamill and Dr. Russell Williams, 
both Associate Professors of 
Chemistry at Notre Dame, are now 
at Bikini on an official United 
States government atomic _§re- 
search mission this summer.

Asks Labor And — 
Industry To 

Work Together 
Declares Threat Of 


Communism Is Greater 


If Unity Is Lacking 


New York, Aug. 3.—(NC)—A 
plea for leaders in industry and 
labor to stop “the partisan battle. 
ery” and to adopt “the tones of in. 
dustrial statesmanship, speaking 
in the terms of the commonwealth” 
was made on the Catholic Hour 
this evening by Louis Francis Ry. 
denz, former editor of the com. 
munist Daily Worker and now on 
the staff of Fordham University, 


It was the first of a series of 
addresses on the program by the 
former communist who was receiv- 
ed back into the Church about two 
years ago. The program is pro- 
duced by the National Council of 
Catholic Men and is carried by the 
National Broadcasting Company. 


The Church has through the 
years urged “labor and manage- 
ment to discover the path whereby 
they may safeguard free labor and 
maintain genuine liberty,” Mr. Bu- 
denz continued, adding: “The be- 
ginning of wisdom in this direction 
is through cooperation and under- 
standing—based on the protection 
of right living and justice.” 
Appealing to labor and industry 
to attain “that unity in our na- 
tional life which will make us 
more worthy of giving moral 
leadership to the world,” the 
speaker declared that the social en- 
cyclicals of the Popes have long 
held high the “vision of a lasting 
understanding and a permanent 
cooperation, founded upon an or- 
derly working out of relationships 
—and cemented by a moral recog- 
nition of the respective rights and 
responsibilities of management 
and labor.” 


At the same time Mr. Budenz 
called attention to “the shadow of 
world crisis” darkening the globe.

Politicians. Responsible For Early Church Scandals. 


What Caused The 
Disorder ? 


The modern conscience may be somewhat 
shocked to read the account of the reforms 
needed in the Church during the eleventh 
century, because it has been accustomed 
to think of the Bishops and clergy as men 
who had, after long reflection, deliberately 
left all things to consecrate their lives to 
the promotion of the honor and glory of 
God and the salvation of souls. 


However, even non-Catholic historians 
agree that the Church did a good job, a job 
that no human government could possibly 
have done, in an age which immediately 
succeeded barbaric invasions of most of 
Europe, of unlettered people who had to be 
civilized before they could be Christianized, 
and who had to be governed by some sort 
of chief or king or emperor. It was chiefly 
the conduct of rulers of these eleventh cen- 
tury semi-civilized people who created most 
of the difficulties for the Church. They 
wanted Bishops and priests who would do 
their bidding and not that of Rome; they 
sought to raise revenue for themselves by 
selling a bishopric or an abbacy to the one 
who would pay the highest price for it. 

It was an age when abuses could be 
started and go on for some time before 
the Pope would even hear of them, since 
there were no means of communication ex- 
cept on the horse. Many of the countries 
were separated from Italy by mountains 
which were very difficult to traverse. 

Italy itself was particularly disturbed. 
It was divided into various provinces, some 
of them governed by agents of the Emperor 
of Constantinople, who left no stone un- 
turned which would help to check the in- 
fluence of Rome. 

The worthiest Popes were the ones whose 
lives were particularly endangered, because 
the guilty chiefs and other civil rulers 
feared that stern measures might be em- 
ployed against criminal acts. Therefore they 
must see to it that in Rome itself they 
would have agents who would do all in 
their power to prevent the election of a holy 
man to the Papacy, or to force an unworthy 
one into office. This accounts for “anti- 
Popes,” and, according to the belief of some 
historians, the short lives of holy incum- 
bents. 

Since Francis Palgrave, in his History 
of Normandy and England, denounced what 
he calls “lying church historians,” who 
would blame the Church rather than the 
civil rulers who opposed it, for whatever 
abuses crept into society. He writes: 

“Abstractedly from all the influences 
which we have sustained in common with 
the rest of the civilized commonwealth, our 
British disparagement of the Middle Ages 
has been exceedingly enhanced by our 
grizzled ecclesiastical or church historians 
of the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. 
These ‘standard works,’ accepted and re- 
ceived as Canonical Books, have tainted 
the nobility of our national mind. An ade- 
quate parallel to their bitterness, their 
shabbiness, their shirking, their habitual 
disregard of honor and veracity, is hardly 
afforded even by the so-called ‘Anti-Jacob- 
ins during the revolutionary and Imperial 
wars. The history of Napoleon, his Gener- 
als, and the French nation, collected from 
these exaggerations of selfish loyalty, rabid 
aversion, and panic terror, would be the 
match of our popular and prevailing ideas 
concerning Hildebrand, or Anselm, or Bec- 
ket, or Innocent III, or mediaeval Catho- 
licity in general, grounded upon our ances- 
tral traditionary ‘standard ecclesiastical au- 
thorities,’ such as Burnet’s Reformation, or 
Foxe’s Books of Martyrs. 

“The scheme and intent of mediaeval 
Catholicity. was to render Faith the all- 
actuating and all-controlling vitality. So 
far as the system extended, it had the ef- 
fect of connecting every social element with 
Christianity. And Christianity being thus 
wrought up into the mediaeval system, every 
mediaeval institution, character, or mode of 
thought afforded the means or vehicle for 
the vilification of Christianity. Never do 
these writers, or their school, whether in 
France, or in Great Britain, Voltaire or 
Mably, Hume, Robertson, or Henry, treat 
the clergy or the Church with fairness; not 
even with common honesty. 


Popes Of The 
Eleventh Century 


153—Pope Stephen IX (X)-—1058 


When Victor II died the Roman clergy 
expressed their choice of Cardinal Freder- 
ick, one of the three legatees which had been 
sent by Pope Leo IX to Constantinople to 
deal with the Schism which Michael Ceru- 
larius started. But this Cardinal declared 
himself unworthy of the high office, and in 
order to escape it entered the Monastery 
of Monte Cassino. But this did not pre- 
vent his election. Amid great acclamation 
he was actually carried to the Church of 
St. Peter, and saluted as the new Pope. 
He selected the name of Stephen. 


Stephen inaugurated his pontificate by 
the convocation of several Councils, whose 
chief purpose was moral reforms. Many 
of the clergy themselves were suspended 
from office. 

Stephen raised Peter Damian to the 
Cardinalate. \ 

Pope Stephen took violently ill at Flor- 
ence whither he had gone for the purpose 
of holding other councils. 

He died on March 28, 1058. 
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On his death bed Pope Stephen X asked 
that no election be held until the return 
of Hildebrand from Germany, whither he 
had been sent as Apostolic Legatee to the 
Court of the widow of Henry III. But 
hostile factions in Rome disregarded this 
request. Acting under orders of Gregory, 
Count of Tusculum, they were bent on fore- 
ing on the Holy See a candidate of their 
own in the person of the Bishop of Velletri. 
He took the name of Benedict X, and al- 
though he is mentioned in the Diario Roma- 
no, he was regarded as an anti-Pope. 

To replace the anti-Pope Hildebrand con- 
voked a Councll at Sienna, where Gerard, 
Bishop of Florence, was chosen. 
155—Pope Nicholas || 

As soon as his election was confirmed 
Pope Nicholas called a Council at Sutri, 
and summoned the anti-Pope to appear in 
person before it. Benedict, however, re- 
signed of his own accord, rather than sub- 
mit to this condemnation. In fact he re- 
pented bitterly and asked to be released 
from the excommunication’ pronounced 
against him. The Pone granted it on con- 
dition that he would be deposed from the 
sacred ministry. Even to this he yielded. 

Pope Nicholas was a native of Burgundy, 
in France. 

As soon as he ascended the throne, 
Nicholas called a Council of 113 Bishops 
at Rome, and prevailed on them to sign 
a decree that the election of future Popes 
should not be recognized unless they were 
elected to the Supreme Pontificate by the 
Cardinals. He was willing that the Em- 
perors should retain the right of confirming 
the election. 

Pope Nicholas sent Cardinal Peter Da- 
mian to Milan to initiate measure to correct 
abuses in that province. 

In the meantime Hildebrand was sent 
by Nicholas II to France to restore eccle- 
siastical discipline in various areas of that 
country. The Pope sent legatees to Eng- 
land to restore order. He sent letters :to 
Ferdinand the Great, King of Spain. He 
communicated with Bishops who governed 
the Slavs.

He said: “You see the world 
tottering to ruin; the discipline of the 
Church ‘is almost entirely disregarded; 
Bishops receive not the reverence due to 
their sacred dignity; the canons are tram- 
pled upon and men work only to satisfy 
their covetous desires. In the universal 
wreck, amid so many whirling eddies of 
perdition, but one harbor is left open: the 
Roman Church, the bark of the poor fisher- 
man, ready to snatch from the fury of the 
storms and billows all those who seek it 
with sincerity, and to bear them safely 
to the shore of salvation and lasting rest.” 

Pope Stephen appointed Abbott Didier, 
a very holy religious to serve as Ambas- 
sador to Constantinople in the hope of clos- 
ing the rift which was started by Michael

salvation itself, if they had remained aloof. 
Society Runs In ‘Tiers’ 

As an organization the Holy Name Society 
runs in “tiers,” pyramiding from the smallest 
unit in each parish, on up to the next higher 
echelon—to use an army phrase popularized in 
wartime—namely, the Diocesan and Archdio- 
cesan Unions. The function of these Unions— 
first formed in the East in 1882 and after the 
turn of the century in the Middle West, South 
and Pacific Coast—has been to act as central in- 
formation and service officers, coordinating all 
the Society’s diocesan activities as a whole. At 
the top of this pyramid is the Nationa] Head- 
quarters, located in New York, whose duty, dele- 
gated by Papal authority, is to issue charters 
for such parishes as wish to form units of the 
Society, distribute manuals of organizational 
procedure (instruction of officers, etc.), provide 
assistance and advice and, when asked to do so, 
actively engage in organizing new unions or re- 
organizing such other unions as have had their 
efficiency lessened, for one reason or another, 
past the limit of reasonable effectiveness. 

Of these “tiers” the second, the Diocesan 
Union, is in many respects the most important 
Since each diocese is an individual community 
with individual problems, the ideals of any re- 
ligious group have to be “championed” on a com- 
munity basis to be truly effective. 
Unions do just that. 

They are the guardians of all the parish 
units under them, spurring the disinterested, as- 
sisting the zealous, to frequent reception of Our 
Lord in the Blessed Sacrament; encouraging 
abstinence from Blasphemy, Obscenity and Per- 
jury; testifying to the Divinity of Christ, on 
Whom rests the whole foundation of the Catholic 
Church, by publicly revering His Sacred Name. 
At Chicago in 1940, for example, a Holy Hour 
sponsored by the Archdiocesan Holy Name Union 
and by Cardinal Stritch, then Archbishop, drew 
125,000 people to Soldier’s Field, and last year 
at the Polo Grounds in New York over 55,000 
were present at the diocesan Holy Name Rally 
which featured, among other events, a flashlight 
replica at night of a gigantic Living Rosary. 
The reaction on those who participated and the 
effect on those who read of it in the newspapers 
er saw it om newsreel screens, ean well be im-

agined. Parish units might have attempted these 
demonstrations on their own, of course, but it is 
extremely doubtful if they would have succeeded 
without the help of a central coordinating office 
such as is maintained by the various Diocesan 
Unions—the strong right arm, the “strength” 
of the Holy Name Society in thé United States. 
Potential Membership Over 5,000,000 
While the current membership of the So- 
ciety is three and one-half millions, the ultimate 
potential is about two millions more or roughly 
in the neighborhood of five million Catholic 
men. Also, while it is true no member ceases to 
be a member unless he becomes a heretic or is 
otherwise excommunicated, to make more sure 
his reward of eternal salvation he must dedicate 
himself even more ardently to the ideals of the 
Holy Name. No Movement or Society stands 
still. They must go forward or wither and die. 
Those two facts will be stressed most par- 


ticularly in Boston at the Fourth National Holy 
Especially will 


Name Convention this October. 
this be so on the second, third and fourth days 
of the meeting (the first day being set aside for 
the registration of the delegates). At concurrent 
sessions held in the Boston Arena and Boston 
Opera House they will be discussed under the 
titles: “Briefing for Christ” (Organization) ; 
“Following Through” (Program for the Fu- 


ture); and “Union in Christ” (Membership and 


Personne! ). 

On the more spectacular side—and the word 
is used advisedly—there will be the mass attend- 
ance of all the delegates and rank-and-file mem- 
bers of the Society at the Holy Hour at the Bos- 
ton Braves’ Baseball Field. And on Sunday, 
October 5th, the final day of the Convention, up- 
wards of 150,000 men (the figure estimated and 
checked by the office of the Boston Police Com- 
missioner) will march through the winding New 
England Streets, past still-standing historical re- 
minders of America’s early struggle for Inde- 
pendence, in one tremendoug demonstration of 
Faith. 

Nor will they be alone. Watching them, to 
the extent they are physically able, will be most 
of Boston’s almost 14 million Catholics, the 
largest Catholic representation based on total 
population in the country. And marching with 
them in spirit they will be, too—‘‘Walking,” as 
the Convention officially proclaims, “With Christ 
For Faith And Freedom!”

HERE is some interesting information at hand regarding Catholic 

high school teams and athletes which is well worth passing agg 
to all of you. First, there is Cathedral High School of Manchester, 
H., whose baseball team was acclaimed state champion this year after 
having compiled the billiant record of winning 13 out of 14. It’s only 
defeat, by a score of 4-1, was not administered by a New Hampshire 
prep team but by Pawtucket, R. I., East High. It is coached by an old 
friend, Tommy Padden, who was once'a catcher for the Pittsburgh 
Pirates while I was a Pittsburgh sports writer. Tommy, incidentally, 
is a graduate of Cathedral High. Cathedral’s leading player during 
the season was Don Manning, sophomore right fielder who batted close 
to .500. His friends say he is headed for eventual stardom in the big 
leagues. Right now, the Cathedral High team is representing Man- 
chester in the Junior American Legion tournament. 


The Xaverians Of Louisville ... 


Recently, there was a paragraph or so in this column about the 
state championship swimming team of St. Xavier High School, 
Louisville. The Xaverians came dangerously close to annexing a 
second state title in the Kentucky state track championships re- 
cently when they finished only 3 7/10 points behind the winner at 
Lexington. However, there was considerable satisfaction gleaned 
by St. Xavier followers over the fact that their team set three new 
records in the state meet. The mile relay team composed of Eugene 
Roser, James Sheehy, Louis Mueller and Jerome Denny, won that 
event in the record breaking time of 3:33.4, breaking the state 
mark which had stood for 21 years. Bill Stoops set a new record 
for the 220-yard dash by turning in :21.7 for the championship, 
while the 880 yard relay team, composed of Stoops, Sheehy, Mark 
Sedler. and Eugene Roser, set a new standard in that event by 
winning the crown in 1:32.4. Those St. Xavier boys appear to 
have what it takes, no matter what they try their hands at. 


Their greatest performer in the past, for my money, is one with 
whom the sports public became well acquainted during his playing 
days at Notre Dame. He is Bernie Crimmins, who played halfback, 
fullback and guard on the football team, winding up as an All-American 
guard on Notre Dame’s unbeaten team of 1941, and who also starred in 
baseball as catcher and captain of the team in his senior year. Then he 
was commissioned a Navy ensign and went.off to the war in the South 
Pacific as skipper of a PT boat. He was decorated with the Silver Star 
for heroism in that campaign and is now back at Notre Dame as an 
assistant football coach.

Hugh Oser. Under the heading, “Few Equals of Hugh Oser,” a New 
Orleans paper recently had this to say about him: 

“Hugh Oser, youngest son of Judge Fred Oser, not only has 

roved the most brilliant of the athletic Oser boys, but he has 
left a mark at Jesuit High School which may stand for a long, 
long time. Nowhere in the pages of local high school history can 
be found the name of a boy whose achievements in sports can 
compare with that of the tall, modest and fine-looking youth who 
for so many years has been one of the main cogs in Jesuit’s athletic 
successes. 

“In track, in basketball, in football and in baseball Hugh Oser 
racked up points for the Blue Jays nearly every time he stepped 
into the lists. He made 13 out of a possible 16 letters and received 
a trophy from his school that no other athlete ever won. 

“Playing every sport with the same enthusiasm, courage and 
poise, Oser did so well in each branch of athletics that it is hard 
to say where he excelled. But the fact that he was showing such 
smart improvement as a baseball pitcher probably will cause him 
to be best remembered for his diamond performances. 

“It is the irony of fate that Hugh comes into his early man- 
hood just at a time when the major leagues passed a rule. for- 
bidding any team to pay a schoolboy more than $6,000 to sign a 
contract. Half a dozen big league teams had had their eyes on Oser, 
and it is not exaggerating to say that any of them would have 
given $50,000 for his name on a contract. 

“Now, if the boy sticks to baseball he'll have to climb the hard 
way to a baseball fortune—through the minor leagues. His chances 
in that avenue are still bright, however, and if he decides to follow 
the sport as an early means of earning a living, he'll be heard 
from—unless some money hungry minor league manager rushes 
him to so hopeless a doom as young Dick Callahan was rushed into 
by being taken off a high school campus and sent to face the ex- 
perienced bats of Class AA sluggers.” 

I had wondered what had become of young Callahan, who attracted 
so much attention by his phenomenal pitching in New Orleans Catholic 
high school circles a few years ago. He certainly seemed headed for 
big league stardom, then suddenly dropped out of the national picture. 
Most of us had assumed that he had gone into service and had had no 
opportunity to develop his great pitching talents. Now, it appears, he 
was ruined early by being thrown to the wolves; in this case Class AA 
hitters who were so much more experienced than the young pitcher. If 
Callahan had been brought along gradually, he might be in the big 
leagues today as a star performer. Evidently, he is alre#dy through 
as a major league prospect.

Poll Shows Operators 
Want To Cooperate With 
Legion Of Decency 


The majority of theater opera- 
tors believe that the Legion of 
Decency is doing an “excellent job” 
and they personally do not want 


Then along comes CMOA and ie show objectionable films in their 


theaters, according to a poll made 
by the Catholic Chronicle, Toledo 
Catholic weekly, at the convention 
of the Independent Theater Owners 
of Ohio held at Cedar Point, Ohio. 


The theater owners who were of 
various faiths, nationalities and 
races, believed that constructive 
eritcism by any group is helpful 
to the movie industry. At the same 
time the owners complained that 
Hollywood is forcing them into us- 
ing some objectionable films be- 
cause of a 50 per cent cut in mo- 
tion picture production. Often 
it’s a case of either showing what 
the producers give the theater oper- 
ators or closing the theater, they 
declared. They also complained of 
Hollywood’s new system of book- 
ing by which they say theater oper- 
tors are obliged to pay for films 
even though they do not want them. 
Previous contracts had given the 
operators the right to cancel 20 
per cent of the bookings, they said. 

Declared Joseph Shagrin of 
Youngstown: ‘Our theater caters 
trictly to the family trade. I fol-

Survivors Of Siberian Slave Labor 
Camps Endured Hardships Eight Years; 


Came From India To Join 


Franciscans 


Burlington, Wis., Aug. 4—(NC)—Sixteen orphaned Po- 
lish youths arrived here yesterday to be received into the 
community at St. Francis monastery and to begin their 
studies for the priesthood in the Franciscan Order. For 
them, it was like reaching the beacon at the end of a trail 
of hardbreaks and hardships, which they endured for almost 


eight years and which took them 
half-way round the world. 


The youths are: Czeslaw Bozek, 
Michael Bozek, Henryk Burdzy, 
Stanislaw Dabrowski, Mieczyslaw 
Husarz, Stanislaw Walas, Tadeusz 
Moskal, Edward Karas, Janusz 
Orzechowski, Franciszek Pabian, 
Adam Piestrak, Jan Plusa, Michael 
Prybyl, Piotr Rydza, Stanislaw 
Silaus and Edmund Strachowski. 


Their saga of sorrow began 
back in 1939, when they were 
hardly more than: children. The 
nazi forces poured into their home- 
land from the west, the Soviet 
troops streamed in from the east, 
and soon the youngsters with their 
families and a large number of 
their neighbors found themselves 
in slave labor camps in Siberia. 


The candidates for priesthood 
who range in age from 15 to 19, 


can recall almost. unbelieveable | 


cruelties, hardships and sorrows in 
the Siberian camps. They saw 
their parents, brothers and sisters 
die, some from exhaustion, some 


from starvation. Others just dis- | 


appeared. 


When Germany turned on Rus- 
sia, an amnesty was effected; the 
16, along with a number of the 
survivors of the slave labor camps, 
mcde their way through Siberia, 
across Iran and on to a Polish 
refugee camp near Bombay in 
India. Through the efforts of the 
Franciscan Fathers of .the As- 
sumption Province, who have 
headquarters at Pulaski, Wis., and 
the Polish Relief Society in Bom- 
bay, arrangements were made to 
bring the 16 youth to the United 
States. 


They came on ship by way of 
Colombo, Singapore, Hong Kong 
and Shanghai. Just a week ago, 
they landed in San _ Francisco, 
where they were met by the Rev. 
James M. Murfay of the Catholic 
Social Service of San Francisco, 
and two Franciscan priests, the 
Revs. Isidore Cwiklinski, vice pro- 
vineial of the Assumption Prov- 
ince and Michael Lacienski, who 
escorted them from the West 
Coast to the monastery here. 


And upon arrival at the mon- 
stery here, one of the first things 
the 16 refugees did was to take 
part in a service in the seminary’s 
replica of the Grotto of Lourdes— 
a thanksgiving to the Madonna of 
Te aay the Patroness of Po- 
and.

to the Marshall plan for aid in 
Europe, Osservatore Romano, Vat- 
ican City daily, remarks that it is 
necessary to meet these objections 
with recognition of the fact “that 
economic interdependence cannot 
be efficacious without full observ- 
ance of the independence of each 
nation,” according to a radio ad- 
dress in English to Europe from 
Vatican City, monitored by the 
government foreign broadcast in- 
formation service. 

According to this report, Osser- 
vatore Romano has published an 
article entitled “The Marshal] Plan 
and the Holy See,” pointing out 
that His Holiness Pope Pius XII 
has always. placed foremost the 
problem of European reconstruc- 
tion. The article, it is stated, makes 
reference to the Holy Father’s 
radio address at Christmas 1941, 
outlining the basic principles of a 
new international order. 

“The objections and accusations 
on the part of the Soviet, which 
say that the Marshall Plan is a 
danger to national sovereignty, 
touch a very difficult and sensitive 
core,” the Vatican radio speaker 
is quoted as saying. “Another im- 
portant aspect of the Marshall 
Plan is the elimination of anxiety 
concerning security, which in the 
past had had a destructive influ- 
ence on European politics.”

Germany’s Food Situation Worse 
Than Any Time Since War's End, 
Relief Agency's Aide Declares 


New York, Aug. 4—(NC)—tThe food situation in Ger- 
many is more serious than at any time since the end of the 
war, according to the Rev. Ermin Klaus, O.F.M., representa- 
tive of War Relief Services-National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference, who has just returned from a 14-month mission to 
that country, during which period he directed the relief work 


of the agency in the American? 


zone. 

“This condition is due princi- 
pally to the fact that the cereal 
grain and staple foodstuffs which 
had been stored up in Germany at 
the cessation of hostilities are now 
fully exhausted,” Father Klaus ex- 
plained. 


Noting that America has sup- 
plied 60% of the relief materials 
delivered to the indigenous popula- 
tion of the U.S. zone in Germany, 
Father Klaus stated that the Brit- 
ish, who are sorely in need of food 
ir their homeland, have been un- 
able to supply a like sum to their 
zone. “In the French zone,” he 
added, “the situation is far worse 
because France is in no position 
to contribute any sizable sum in 
the wake of five years of occupa- 
tion.” 


“Consequently,” Father Klaus 
continued, “we have been alloting 
large shipments to the British and 
French zones during the past few 
months. It was coincidental that, 
with the return of Cardinal Conrad 
Von Preysing, Bishop of Berlin, 
from a tour of the United States, 
War Relief Services—N.C.W.C. 
gifts were permitted into the city 
of Berlin. 


“Germany is looking forward to 
a fairly good harvest but much of 
this must be delivered to the Brit- 
ish zone in order to stimulate the 
mining of coal in the Ruhr district. 
Hence, a cold, bleak winter lies 
ahead for the German people. They 
vividly recall the tragic days of 
last winter when the temperature 
at times registered 17 degrees be- 
low; when all industry ceased due 
to the bitter cold; when locomo- 
tives actually froze and traffic was 
at a standstill; when no fuel was 
available even in their homes, 
causing acute suffering and misery. 


“In a desperate effort to meet 
this situation every man, woman 
and child who can possibly do so 
is clogging the famous Starnberg 
See highway.inte Munich with 
every kind of cart and bicycle, with 
ingenious contraptions attached, 
laden down with split roots of 
trees, twigs, and branches to be 
used as fuel during the coming 
winter.” 


One of the major problems con- 
fronting the German people is that 
of obtaining wearable clothing and 
inasmuch as no textiles of any sort 
have been manufactured in that 
country within the past two years, 


it is imperative that this crisis be 
met by continued relief from Am- 


erica, otherwise the utmost distress 
will. prevail throughout the entire 
nation, Father Klaus warned. 


Turning to the question of unem- 
ployment in Germany’ Father 
Klaus said that the individual wage 
earner is gravely concerned re- 
garding his presert job as the re- 
turning prisoners of war assume 
their former positio.s, thus throw- 
ing out of work many thousands of 
men and women. This, he said, 
will tend to create a critical unem- 
ployment situation, unless tmme- 
diate strides are made in the in- 
dustrial reconstruction of Ger- 
many. 


“In this respect,” Father Klaus 
continued, “I must say the German 
people are only too anxious to re- 
construct their own internal life 
but they are stymied ‘r this effort 
as they were heretofore an indus- 
trial nation dependent on import 
and export life.” 


Father Klaus was high in his 
praise of “Caritas-Verband,” 
(Catholic Charities in Germany.) 
“This organization,” he observed, 
“with fifty years experience oper- 
ating on a nationwide basis with 
personnel from its »wn social ser- 
vice schools is a perfect distribut- 
ing agency for our American gifts. 
It is made up of approximately 
40,000 members of the religious 
and laity whose relief work reach- 
es into every city, village and ham- 
let of Germany. With such an effi- 
cient organization it is easy to see 
that an equitable distribution of 
our gifts is made to the American, 
French and British zones.” 


Father Klaus expressed deep 
concern in the material welfare of 
the Displaced Persons since the 
disbanding of UNRRA. “Appeals 
for food, clothing, and medicine to 
Caritas from these unfortunate 
people will now be multiplied,” he 
said. “And until such time as 
North and South America absorbs 
the greater portior of the DPs in 
Europe we must carry on our re- 
lief work among them.” 


According to Father Klaus the 
U.S. Military Government is meet- 
ing no opposition from the German 
people who apparently are thor- 
oughly appreciative of one of the 
kindest acts in human history; that 
of a victorious nation supplying 
the vanquished with 60 per cent of 
relief materials together with ex- 
pending Its own funds to recon- 
struct its former enemy’s country. 

“Clearly an example of true 
en charity,” Father Klaus 
sai

British Prime Minister Clement 
Attlee told the House of Commons 
that it was impossible to do other- 
wise, to secure some agreed pro- 
tection of the Christian minorities, 
in the Indian Independence Act now 
approved and signed. 

Premier Attlee, answering an ap- 
peal for the inclusion of such 
safeguards by Catholic Member Sir 
Patrick Hannon, said: “Clearly alf 
these matters of religious tolera- 
tion pass. now to the Dominion 
Governments. -They have, in the 
Constituent Assembly in India, 
passed resolutions which lay down 
the security of religion and I hope 
that it will be carried out.

Washington, Aug. 4— (NC) — 
Reports have been received here 
that six Franciscan priests ac- 
cused of having worked with the 
Ustashi during the war and of 
“anti-government activities” since 
then, were sentenced by a Zagreb 
court. Two of the priests were 
sentenced to death, the others re- 
ceived prison terms ranging from 
seven to 15 years. 

In Ljubljana, capital of the 
Peoples Republic of Slovenia, 14 
intellectual and professional lead- 
ers are being tried on “anti-gov- 
ernment” activities. Among the 
accused ‘are Serb and Croatian 
Peasant party leaders, who are 
charged with collecting infor- 
mation for foreign powers and aid- 
ing persons to escape from Yugo- 
slavia. The trial is believed to be 
part of the campaign of Tito’s 
regime to wipe out the last re- 
maining traces of articulate op- 
position in Yugoslavia. 


Ten Priests Arrested In 
Poland; Called Enemies 
Of Nation’s ‘Democracy’ 


New York, Aug. 4—(NC)—Ac- 
cused of subversive activities, for- 
bidden contacts*«with foreign na- 
tions and other activities deemed 
harmful to Polish “democracy,” 
about ten Polish priests have been 
arrested and are confined to pris- 
ons, according to advices from 
Warsaw received by the Inter- 
Catholic Press Agency. The ‘report 
stated that Poland’s Security Po- 
lice acknowledged the arrests at a 
recent press conference. 

Among those arrested, the re- 
port added, are Canon Mieczyslaw 
Poloska, who recently visited the 
United States; the Rev. Leon Paw- 
lina, director of the Warsaw 
branch of Caritas, national Cath- 
olic charitable organization, who 
is soon to go on trial; Msgr. Stan-

Even if you parents pay tui- 
tion you are saving money 
through a Catholic High School 
wherever there is a Catholic 
school. 

But religious education can- 
not be measured in dollars and 
cents. Parents could make the 
Catholic school even far more 
influential on the future lives of 
their children, if they cooperated 
more closely with it, enforcing 
at home, in a kind way, the same 
discipline which is followed in 
the school. 

No Catholic parent should 
forget, even for a day, that his 
child has been adopted by God 
as “God’s child;” that it must, 
therefore, be reared as a child 
of God; that it should try to live 
in the closest union with God. 

Think of these things, dear 
parents, before school opens. 

Then if you have a boy or girl 
who, you think, must attend a 
state university or non-Catholic 
college, be sure to have him or 
her leave home-with a letter of 
introduction to the chaplain of 
the Catholic students attending 
that college, who will make him 
acquainted with other Catholic 
youths for his own spiritual 
good. 

Students will do far better in 
their studies at college if they 
do not belong to a fraternity or 
sorority. If you do not believe 
me have the child ask the chap- 
lain why. .

If the Civil Liber- 
ties Union is not acceptable to 
them, I suggest a committee from 
the U. N. Commission on Human 
Rights be asked to make the in- 
vestigation under the chairman- 
ship of Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt.

Priest Directors In “‘Rurban’” Life 


Eastern educational institutions now bring westward 
the term “rurban” for rural-urban life interests. A training 
school, similar in kind to the longer term training school for 
military chaplains, has just been held at National Headquar- 
ters of Rurban Life, in Des Moines, for priest Directors, 
sent thither by their bishops. Attendance ran from Vermont 


to Oregon to 
Baker City. 


This priest Director’s school 
was personally in charge of Mon- 
signor Ligutti, newly returned 
from New Zealand and Australia, 
to the States. The Diocesan 
Agronimist, Dr. Paul Saco, from 
the Davenport Diocese, with na- 
tional leaders of rural organi- 
zations and Deans from the Iowa 
State College at Ames, assisted, 
as did priest leaders from Oregon 
and Missouri. Bishop Bergan of 
Des Moines and Bishop Martin, 
who is a leader in ruralism for 
the Methodist Church in America, 
visited the training school. 


Rural Leaders Recreation School 
at Camp, Aurora, Walworth, Wis- 
consin, as sponsored by the 
NCRLC, and with the blessing of 
Most Rev. Moses E. Kiley, Arch- 
bishop of Milwaukee, is to be held 
Aug. 11 to Aug. 17th. A Chris- 
tian way of recreation that grows 
out of rural needs is the aim of 
the Conference. 


In public and international re- 
lations there is great progress 
toward the problem of resettle- 
ment of some Displaced Persons 
in America, which has today 750,- 
000 vacant rural and rurban 
homes. More non-Catholic groups 
here show interest to advance with 
efforts for rural overseas relief. 
National Catholic Rural Life, with 
the Brethern Service Committee 
and Mennoinites has urged such 


progress. Cotton and wheat need 
to be rushed in overseas relief 
now. 


Fire Protection 


In Elkhart County, of this dio-

Reds Ousted From 
Leadership Of 
Cuba’‘s Workers 


Havana, .Aug. 4— (NC) — The 
Fifth National Workers Congress, 
which eliminated communists from 
leadership of the Workers Con- 
federation of Cuba, was attended 
by representatives of 71.5 per cent 
of all the trade unions in 
country, and these were 95 per 
cent of all the delegates eligible 
to attend. Those abstaining from 
attendance were only 5 per cent 
of the total number of delegates 
recognized by the Government. 

The Congress took place under 
normal conditions and during its 
sessions different matters of inter- 
est to the working classes were 
studied. Petitions relating to 
salary increases, a lowering of 
prices and other benefits for those 
in the low-income brackets were 
addressed to the Government. 

The Fourth Workers Congress, 
held in 1944, left the communists 
in administration of the Confeder- 
ation. Soon, however, and gradu- 
ally, the struggle against the 
Marxist element intensified. Work- 
ers of a so-called Authentic Rev- 
olutionary Party, independent 
workers, and workers of other po- 
litical affiliations spearheaded the 
fight. 


The Reds held a congress of 
their own in May, in spite of the 
fact that the Government had, at
